b. ts'^s of the c.ifo before us; that 
judgment is therefore much more 
important in meeting the demands 
of life tean great knowledge. 

"There is anoteor domain in life, 
th.Tt of the emotior.f." Princi- 
pal ^Vallace wen", on to say. "These 
are, if at all. only L-icidcntally re- 
lated to knowledge. They may be 
directly or indirectly connected with 
our exercises of judgment, but they 
stand by themselves as potent fac- 
tors in tbe determination of 
sonality and in the control of our 
decisior^ in life. We are moved 
as well— at times we are moved 
mainly — by teat complex of emo- 
tions and feelings which go to make 
up the warp and woof of our hu- 
man texture. In a word our feel- 
ings and our attitudes cannot be 
intellectualized away, they are our- 
selves." 

"There is in education as in re- 
ligion an indispensable contribu- 
tion to tee enrichment of feeling 

and to trie development of person- 
ality," added Principal Wallace.

However hypnotism remained 
my.stpry lo the ni.is.so.s. 11 wn.s 
shunned by the medical profession 
nnd embraced by charlatans. It 
was not until 1800 that hypnotism 
was invcsUgiitcd scientifically. In 
this year Mesmer published a trea- 
tise describing hypnosis, or animal 
magnetism, as he called it, for 
teerapcutic purposes. Mesmer's 
teeory of animal magnetism, how- 
ever, -was not recognized, involv 
ing as it did his claim that he 
could transmit tee magnetic fluid 
(the active agent of animal mag' 
per- netism) to inanimate objects. 

Mesmer Introduced Hypnotism, 

Mesmer, continued Dr. Raginsky 
introduced hynotism or Mesmerism 
as it was then known to an unsym 
pathetic world. Nevertheless other 
workers after Mesmer continued to 
study it. Elliot, an English physic- 
ian; investigated it and fell in dis- 
credit in his profession; he suggest' 
ed teat anasthesia through hynosis 
might become widespread, incident 
ally it was Dr. Elliot who introduc- 
ed the stcthescopc now universally 
used in tee medical profession tO' 
day. James Braid, another English 
physician, did some work In this 
field, coining the words "hypnoli.<,m" 
and "hypnosis" ,ind introducing the 
word "suggestion" as the basis of 
hypnotism. Roue, Charcot nnd 
Freud continued to investignte this 
subject in modern times, the latter 
using an inverted form of sugges 
tion, or the molliori of cnlhsrtica ns 
the basis of hia psycho-analysis, 
fConttniicd oh Pnoc Four)

Tacts without interpretation are use-

come to college to have impressed indel- 
ibly on our memorj' the influence of 
Chaucer on English poetrj-, the economic 
effect on Greece of the Persian Invasion 
iOr ihe number of hydrogen atoms in sul- 
iphuric acid. Ob^•iou.=!y at; infinie number 
oT i&cis may be uieancd from bookfc. magu- 
jîines, nev,-spape.-£ and pamphleu. But we 
are going to forget most of them anyway. 
Read any magazine, especially the 
[odem digest, and you will find odd fact* 
âierè, curious facts there, little tit-bits col- 
lected froix: eve.-y sovir'.t and relating to 
.an imposing variety of subjects. Read the 
'"iiller" in most publications and you will 
be ini'onij<.-t: '.iiat eo many people died of 
ibeart disease in Montreal last year, that, 
«0 many bushels of wheat were exported 
from Canada ;in 1986, and so on. In 
^themselves these facts mean nothing. They 
are isolated, unrelated, and therefore for- 
.gétten alnjost as soon as they are read. 

But. it is argued at tr<e iini'versity lec- 
turers collect tfitse facts, gue thers t tyn- 
itematic form, interpret them, an^ thus 
^ve them meaning. Granted; but of what 
,U6e is that to the student if he accepts 
;tbe6e interpretations at truth without re- 
iflecting on them? It is all very well for 
_0. lecturer to collect & number of i-tatifitice 
■in themselves quite meaningless, and to 
present these factt to hi.^ cla^i: iii tii'. fo;rfj 
of a systemtic interpretation, if ony tiic 
jitudente in hie class realise that he has 
jglveo an individual interpretation of 
-facte which may be interpreted differently. 
■The lecturers' words are not to be accepted

has power to make all arrange- 
ments necess.<»ry for carrying into 
effect tlic aims and objects of tlie 
Federation. Through this machin- 
ery, and with a budget of eighteen 
hundred dollars, thp Federation has 
c.i;idiic!od its propr.im. 
C S. A. a National Organiiation. 
"The Canadian Student Assembly 
as a r.at.onal organiiation has con- 
sisted of a federation of Student 
Assemblies on ever twenty-five 
campuses. These local Assemblies 
have, in turn, been federations of 
the various clubs and societies on 
the local campus. A budget of fif- 
teen hundred dollars has made pos- 
sible the maintenance of a national 
ofîice and the various projects that 
are now familiar to Canadian stu- 
dents. The program of the C. S. A. 
has involved nationally over a 
-thousand students in active work. 

"The question has been raised as 
to tne â.'îancial burden that the two 
orgar.izat:ori5 throw on the national 
student body. The C. S. A. is anxi- 
ous to reduce this burden, it pos- 
sible. It can co-operate in any sug- 
gested reorganization which will 
facilitate the work of the .Assembly 
nationally and locally, and which 
will i.'ic jrporate the important prin- 
ciples that Assembly work has es- 
tablished. 

Four Principles, 

"We see four important principles 
of organizations that are essential 
to any student body of this sort. 
First, the organization must be a 
federation of member bodies that 
themselves can undertake to pursue 
th« main aim of the organization. 
It IS not enough to have a mere 
handful of students on each cam- 
pus. For this reason we regard 
clubs and sodcUes as a solid basi.'i 
for student activities. On smaller 
campuses the Student Councils 
may assume 'ii.s luiietioii; that is, 
on campuses where tiuir toiinection 
witij the student body is very close, 
and where they are not completely 
preoccupied with administrative 
details. This is not practical on 
larger campuses. 

"Secondly, it must be a national 
body which will enable local bodies 
to express nationally the interests 
which arc common U) all, or to 
the majority of lliem. This In- 
volves not bitiM adjij.ij.; lialivij 
meeting,'., bul at large and li efjueiil 
Intcrcolk-ijiale /i.eetiiig^ as arc fea- 
sible. Tiie national responsibility 
0/ the 4S,000 Canadian university 
studcntiv cannot be assumed by a 
fcv/, but unly by as many students 
a^ iX-n that responsibility, and are 
v/illing to act on it, 

"Thirdly, a national organization 
of tlii:i type should provide a nicjia 
for oilier national aludeiil (ngan- 
izations, of which thoie aic over 
ty/eive,'to parlicipalc in its activi- 
ties. The poor calibre of work of 
many of these is evidence that 
means of encouraging and strength- 
eniiife' Uii'ii v/oili IS nctetsary. 

"^'oiii t)il>, in Older to streusllifii 
I'jcal i,ihV. .iiid lo ifUi/orce iijlur- 
collegiait eoiiiati u national of/Ice 
and u national travelling secretary 
is necessary. Only in this way can 
the organi/ation be built into f 
national li/e and in the lives of all 
Canadian <>ludcril£.

Financial Frablem 

"The finanrinl problem will solve 
it^rU wlirn the majorlly of the situ 
drr > lie drawn Into this work 
tlirough their increased understand 
ing of the purposes which educated 
citizens nuist serve. We suggest, 
therefore, that the national activi- 
ties would be supported through thu 
loc.ll' org.niizalions together with as- 
sistance from studcntj;' councils. 
Throughout our experience, for ex 
ample in the Scholarship Campaign, 
14 councils gave assistance, not be- 
cause of any formal association but 
because they valued the work wc 
were doing. Secondly, the organiza 
tion, through its activities: Co-oper 
atives, collective buying of books, 
instruments, and by education of 
the public to the need for university 
education provisions, can notably 
improve the financial position of the 
student, and particularly of the 
poorer student For example, the 
work of the Assembly last year has 
meant an increase in the scholarship 
resources for the .next three years 
of some $225,000. This must be kept 
in mind. In addition to financial as 
sistance from student councils, the 
national organization should provide 
means through which the local clubs 
and societies may give assistance m 
sending delegates to conferences and 
intercollegiate meetings. 

"In summary, let us cjiiote from 
our letter to the. N.P.C.U.S. in re 
questing that it join with us last 
Spring in sponsoring the coming 
Third National Conference of Uni 
versity SludenLs: 'Wc brlievo that 
the problems facing the Canadian 
student on Uie campus and in 
Canadian life are of such impor 
tance that all resources should be 
utilized in securing their solution'"

iVIore than 15,000 young men and 
women are attending college thi.>; 
fall on the prc/ceeds of life insur- 
ance pollcie.s. 

This is shov/n by a survey among 
life insurance agents made by Se- 
neca M, Gamble, publicity chair- 
man of the Annual Message of Life 
Insurance Committee, and made 
public recently.

"The need for such plans is 
readily seen when :t is realized 
that one in every eisht yoimg men 
and women of college age are 
fatherless, many of them having 
been so for a number of years. 

Foresight in Plans for Future. 

"Life insiuanco men get more 
pleasure out of this pan of their 
work than almost any other. It is 
gr.ilifying to see their c'aonls' chil- 
dren come of college age and able 
to carry out their plans for their 
coUegc education because of those 



directly throui?i-i lif*; in.wranca he 
arranged; another, in business six- 
teen years, accounts for nine col- 
lege students, children ot hia 
clients. One agent, in business 
nearly thirty years and long hav- 
ing made a specialty in this wor'ic, 
has already .?p.en 100 ywr,? mew 
and women sent to college by hia 
clients' policies and has many mora 
who are approaching college age, 
about to benefit in the same way. 

"In all, it is estimated that more 
than 250,000 men and women, no'V 
engaged :- bn.-^i.-.es.^ and the pr.-i- 
fession.s, have had the benefit* ot 
a college education provided by life 
insurance which their parents had 
purchased for this purpose. Many 
of these credit their si;cr,f!.-vsf;il
